JAPS TO PROTECT 


RIGHTS IN CHINA 


(By the Associated Press! 
The British government declared 
today that Britain would take “im ­ 
m ediate and active steps” against 
any attem pts to 
restrict 
British 
rights in China as the grave issue 
at Tientsin threatened to develop 
into a showdown for prestige and 
power between Japan and other for­ 
eign powers with large stakes in the 
far east. 
Japanese 
officials discussed 
the 
possibility of United States m edi­ 
ation. 
The 
British 
foreign office took 
the unusual step of issuing a com ­ 
munique to express concern over 
statem ents by Japanese spokesmen 
that 
Japan 
demanded 
“that the 
British authorities co-operate with 
the Japanese in the construction of 
a new order’ In the far east.” 
Japanese dispatches from Tientsin 
said British authorities had ordered 
two naval vessels to Tientsin’s Jap­ 
anese-blockaded British concession 
with full cargoes of food. The ships 
would have to navigate 25 miles up 
the Hai river, where Japanese naval 
forces have been in control. 
U. S. Officials Concerned 
Government circles In Tokyo ex­ 
pressed belief that Eugene H. Doo- 
man. United States charge d’affaires 
there, might have taken a prelimi­ 
nary step toward mediation in a call 
at the foreign office although Doo­ 
m s n said he acted “unofficially.” 
Doornail was said in Washington 
to have told the Japanese foreign 
office the United States was con­ 
cerned over the possible effect on 
American interests of the blockade 
Japanese troops have drawn around 
Tientsin's British and French con­ 
cessions. 
United States Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull said Thursday that ex­ 
changes of information were taking

Britain and France but that there 
was no plan for the United States 
to participate in joint action with 
the other two countries. 
The Japanese acted after Britain 
had refused to turn over four Chi­ 
nese accused by the Japanese of 
murder. 
Since then, however, Ja­ 
pan's terms have been increased and 
now call for a complete change in 
British policy in China. 
A concerted stand

France and the United States w%s 
believed by diplomatic observers in 
London to be Britain’s hope of set­ 
tling the crisis.

lieved also that measures of eco­ 
nomic retaliation—such as the clos 
lng of British far eastern ports to 
Japanese—m ight be announced soon 
unless Japan modified her demands 
Sees Link With Europe 
The British press saw the possi­ 
bility that Japan had timed the far 
eastern foment to coincide with Ger­ 
man and Italian pressure in Europe 
against 
London's efforts to over­ 
come barriers to Soviet Russia’s par­ 
ticipation with Britain and France 
in a mutual assistance plan. 
In Tientsin, meanwhile, two Chi­
